An $800,000 Student Center and a new 250 men dormitory 
were approved today by the U-T Board of Trustees. 

The Student Center Is to be financed by a special student 
fee and other revenue. 

This modern new building, containing a floor space of ap¬ 
proximately 50,000 square feet, will replace a small barrack 
structure, which has been serving temporarily as a central 

meeting and recreational place 
for the entire student body. The 
new building will also contain 
a cafeteria and other dining 
facilities to serve Individual 
students and UTMB groups. 

To make the building 
possible, the U-T board auth¬ 
orized the administration to ap¬ 
ply for a 40-year loan which 
will be repaid by cafeteria pro¬ 
fits plus a special new student 
activity fee of $8 per quarter. 

UTMB students already have 
a $7 activity fee which pays for 
tickets to athletic and theatrical 
events and for student publica¬ 
tions and other activities. The 
additional Student Center fee, 
which will not take effect until 
the new building Is completed, 
will raise student activity costs 
to $15 a quarter.

Taken By 85 Education Majors

The National Teacher Ex¬ 
aminations were adminis¬ 
tered to some elghty-flve sen¬ 
iors In education on Saturday, 
February 15 according to Dr. 
Glenn S. Gallien, head of the 
Department of Education. 

This was an increase of 
twenty-five students above the 
number taking the examinations 
last year. 

At the one-day testing ses¬ 
sion a candidate may take the 
Common Examinations which 
include tests In Professional 
Information, General Culture, 
English Expression, and non¬ 
verbal Reasoning. In addition, 
each candidate may take one or 
two optional examinations 
which are designed to demon¬ 
strate mastery of subject 
matter In the fields In which the 
candidate Is prepared. 

Scores on the National 
Teacher Examinations are used 
by a large number of school 
systems in several states and 
teacher-education Institutions 
throughout the country as an aid 
In evaluating such of the quali¬ 
fications of prospective teach¬ 
ers as are measured by the 
tests. Dr. Gallien said. The 
scores may also be useful to ex¬ 
aminees who are Interested in 
discovering their own strengths 
and weaknesses with respect to 
such teacher qualifications as 
are measured by the the tests, 
he added. 

In addition, some colleges 
require all students completing 
teacher preparation to take the 
NTE before being graduated, 
and a few graduate schools have 
adopted NTE score require¬ 
ments. Usually NTE scores 
are not the sole criterion for 
these benefits. Nevertheless, 
In the minds of many candidates.

Forward Dolph Larimer and 
guard Ronnie Armstrong were 
recently selected from players 
of five teams in the Western Di¬ 
vision of the Volunteer State 
Athletic Conference as mem¬ 
bers of the All-Conference 
team. 

Belmont’s Marlin Alsup and 
Jimmy Simmons and Union’s 
Jeff Richey make up the re¬ 
mainder of the selections. 

Larimer, a 6-2 senior, led 
the team with a 15.9 scoring 
average during the season, and 
was especially effective during 
the latter part of the season. 
Since the first of January, the 
hustler failed to reach the 15 
point mark on only three oc¬ 
casions while reaching the 20 
point total five times. He 
scored 34 points to lead the 
Vols in defeating Belmont Col¬ 
lege, the VSAC leader, and In 
giving them their only confer¬ 
ence loss of the season. 

Quoting from the NASH¬ 
VILLE TENNESSEAN, It said 
that Larimer was “probably 
the hottest shooter in the league 
during the second half of the 
season....kept UTMB in the pen¬ 
nant race all year.’’ 

Armstrong, a 6-1 guard, 
was termed by the TENNES¬ 
SEAN “undoubtedly the best 
guard In the league.’’ Only 
a sophomore, he averaged scor¬ 
ing 13.5 points per game. 

Armstrong's defensive abil¬ 
ity was perhaps superior, how¬ 
ever, to his shooting. The 
guard, voted “Best Defensive 
Player’’ last year as a fresh¬ 
man, has certainly not slack¬ 
ened In his performances. Con¬ 
stant harassment of his op¬ 
ponent, complete coverage ol 
offensive movements, and 
for him several stolen balls 
leading consequently to UTMli 
points. Also, throughout the lat¬ 
ter part of the season with the 
Vols leading in the majority of 
the games by only three or four 
points, the opponents executed 
the full-court press. Ronnie’s 
ball handling was the key In 
overcoming these defenses. 

UTMB’s part of the bar¬ 
gain was kept in their futile 
attempt at a first place tie with 
Belmont tills weekend, as the 
Vols swept their last two con¬ 
ference games (David Lips¬ 
comb, 65-59; andBethel, 57-56) 
to end the season with a 6-2 
VSAC mark. 

Belmont, however, spoiled 
Volunteer hopes by downing Un¬ 
ion University and taking home 
a 7-1 conference record along 
with first place. Despite the 
disappointment, UTMB passed 
over the .500 season totals per¬ 
centage with a hard-earned 11-9 
record, while holding down un¬ 
disputed* second place In the 
conference.
